Cancel claims 7 and 8. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not disclose or make obvious the method of 
changing access points for a mobile node in a wireless access network. The 
method comprising the step of the mobile node communicating content data on 
an initial channel via an initial access point of the wireless access network. The 
mobile node sending a handover request on a new channel to a new access 
point of the wireless access network. The mobile node resuming communication 
of content data on the initial channel via the initial access point; elements of the 
wireless access network, including the initial access point and the new access 
point, performing handover steps while the mobile node performs the resumed 
communication of content data on the initial channel via the initial access point 
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and when the handover steps are completed, the mobile node communicating 

content data on the new channel via the new access point. 

4. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

5. Claims 1-6 are allowed.
